Serial rapist seen in Orem, police say 


OREM — The Salt Lake City area serial rapist may be looking for victims in 
Orem. 

A man matching the description of the rapist has knocked on the doors of two 
residences in Orem within the last two weeks, said Detective Gerald Nielsen of 
the Orem Department of Public Safety. Both times the man claimed he needed 
to check or test the water in the residence, Nielsen said. 

The Salt Lake City Sheriffs Office believes the man has been involved in 19 
cases of rape in the Salt Lake City area since August 1989, said Detective Joe 
Romero of the Sex Crimes Task Force. The latest case occurred in March and 
involved an 11-year-old girl. 

Both sightings of the man in Orem were reported by women. The first 
woman, a northeast Orem resident, said the man came to her door on March 28 
and said, “I need to test your water because of the water situation.” He kept 
talking, but she said, “No, thank you,” and shut the door, Nielsen said. 

She thought little of the incident until she recognized a composite drawing of 
the serial rapist on a television newscast Wednesday night. She believes the 
man in the drawing is the one who came to her door, Nielsen said. 

Another woman, from northwest Orem, believes this same man came to her 
door April 2. He said he needed to check her water, Nielsen said. 

She told the man she would not let him in until her husband came home. The 
man never came back, Nielsen said. 

The woman became concerned when she read a police beat item in Friday’s 
Daily Herald about the incident involving the northeast Orem woman. 

The serial rapist in the Salt Lake City area has alternated between attack- 
ing lone women in laundry rooms and using a residential door approach of 
offering automobile service. 

He is described as a white male between 5 feet 8 inches and 6 feet tall, 
weighing between 180 and 220 pounds, He has brown hair, which he combs 
back, and a well-groomed moustache. The latest descriptions in Salt Lake 
County said he was beginning to grow a beard, Romero said. 

He usually wears Levi's, often with a horizontally-striped “golf-type” shirt, 
Romero said. 

“People ought not to let strangers in their door,” Nielsen said. 


Johnny B’s, Von Curtis burglarized 


Several businesses in downtown Provo, including Johnny B’s and the Von 
Curtis Academy of Hair Design, were burglarized early Friday morning. 

In addition to the comedy club and the hair styling school, two other 
businesses in the Towne Square Building — both offices — were burglarized, 
said Detective Jerry Harper of Provo City Police. 

About $5,000 in cash and equipment was taken from Johnny B’s, said Terry 
Taylor, the manager. 

“Tt appears (the burglars) were after cash,” Harper said. 

It also appears they were after grub. 

Judy Richards, director of Von Curtis Academy, said the burglars took a 
frozen meal from the school’s freezer, cooked it in the microwave and ate it on 
the spot. 

They broke open the cash box and took about $30, she said. 

The burglars entered Johnny B’s through a window in the hallway of the 
building, Taylor said. 

“They trashed the office,” he said. The filing cabinet was overturned, and all 
the desk drawers were pulled out and their contents scattered all over the 
floor. 

“We're fortunate they didn’t do anything to the main room,” Taylor said. 


Astronaut takes unexpected space walk 


CAPE CANAVERAL, Fla. — A shuttle astronaut took a walk outside, 
shook a balky antenna and freed it Sunday in the first unscheduled emergency 
repair ever made in space. 

“It’s free, it’s free, I can see it move, it’s free!” shouted a jubilant Jerry Ross 
as the antenna swung out from a giant scientific observatory. 

“Far out, good work,” said Jay Apt, his fellow space walker. 

It was the first time in more than five years that any American had taken a 
space walk. 

The repair job made it possible to plan release of the $617 million Gamma 
Ray Observatory into orbit for about 6:30 p.m. EDT, 4'/2 hours late, from the 
shuttle Atlantis. The time of release was not critical to the mission, as is the 
case when a planetary probe is involved. 

The observatory will record the high-energy radiations coming from some of 
the most violent processes in the universe for the next two years and perhaps 
Be pane rays do not penetrate the atmosphere and cannot be detected 
on Earth.

U.S. planes drop food, supplies to Kurds 


NICOSIA, Cyprus — U.S. military planes on Sunday began airdropping 
food and supplies to freezing, starving Kurdish refugees in the snow-covered 
mountains of northern Iraq, but the refugees’ desperation intensified. 

Turkey’s government-sponsored Anatolia news agency reported that Turk- 
ish soldiers opened fire Sunday on a group of refugees who forced their way 
across the border in search of food, wounding one of them. 

The agency gave no other details on the incident, which it said occurred near 
the Turkish village of Isikveren. The report could not be independently 
confirmed. 

The United States warned Iraq on Sunday not to interfere with the refugee 
relief, but President Bush repeated the U.S. intention to stay out of Iraq’s civil 
war. Meanwhile, Iraqi President Saddam Hussein, in a speech a day after Iraq 
accepted stringent U.N. terms for a permanent cease-fire in the Persian Gulf 
War, praised his people’s “steadfastness” in the war against the allies. 

But Saddam did not mention the cease-fire terms, which will strip Iraq of 
much of its military might. The speech was carried by Baghdad radio.

Elder Ashton 
encourages 
gladness

At President Bush’s request, bells 
across the country sounded at 1 p.m. 
on Sunday to commemorate a day of 
thanksgiving. Among the many bells 
ringing was the Victory Bell, located 
at the Marriott Center, which was 
silenced the day the war broke out in 
the Persian Gulf. 

Intercollegiate Knights (IK), the 
BYU club responsible for the mainte- 
nance, guarding and ringing of the 
bell since 1949, decided to stop ring- 
ing the bell for the duration of the war 
to respect the troops involved in the 
Persian Gulf. 

“We decided not to ring the bell to 
show support for the troops and their 
duty to the world, not for the world 
policy of having the war. Students 
may have mixed feelings about the 
war,” said Grant Whittle, a member 
ofthe club. ©: | 

The last time the club decided not 
to ring the bell was during World War 
II. 

“When the (Persian Gulf) war be- 
gan, the club voted unanimously not 
to ring the bell until the war ended. 
Then President Bush made his procla- 
mation to give thanks, and we decided 
to make that a time to ring the bell 
again,” Whittle said. 

“From here on out; the bell will be 
rung on a normal basis,” said Julie 
Egbert, a member of the club. 

“IK is the only group on campus 
with a key to the bell, and we make

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Make decisions early, Elder Scott

Using the differences between an 
automatie and a wind-up watch, El- 
der Richard G. Scott, a member of the 
Quorum of the Twelve Apostles, 
stressed the importance of young men 
and women making correct decisions 
early in life. 

Speaking at the Saturday after- 
noon session of General Conference, 
Elder Scott said when a wind-up 
watch is neglected, it stops being use- 
ful when it is needed most, but an 
automatic watch is consistent and al- 
ways dependable. 

“I realize that, as with watches, 
there are differences in youth. Some 
who need to be wound up, while oth- 
ers are automatic because of impor- 
tant decisions made,” he said. 

These important decisions already 
made by some young men and women 
include the commitment to be true to 
the Lord and live by faith when the 
end can’t be seen from the beginning. 

“T know you are criticized by those 
who call you fanatical, who cannot un- 
derstand why you don’t do what the 
crowd does. Hold fast to your princi- 
ples,” he told those young men and 
women who have already made these 
commitments. 

Three principles were given by El- 
der Scott to help young people make 
correct decisions in their lives. 

The first principle is for young men 
and women to place the Savior, his 
teachings and his church at the center 
of their lives and make sure that all 
decisions comply with this standard. 

“As you walk the path of righteous- 
ness, you will grow in strength, un- 
derstanding and self-esteem. 

“You will discover hidden talents 
and unknown capacities,” Elder Scott 
said.

The second principle is to recognize 
that enduring happiness comes from 
what a person is and not what he pos- 
sesses. 

“Real joy comes from righteous 
character, and that is built from a pat- 
tern of consistent, righteous deci- 
sions....For happiness now and 
throughout your life, steadfastly obey 
the Lord, no matter what pressure 
you feel to do otherwise,” he'said. 

The last principle Elder Scott em- 
phasized is to stay morally clean. 

“Any sexual intimacy outside the 
bonds of marriage, and I emphasize 
that means any involvement of the 


private, sacred parts of the body, is 
forbidden by the Lord. While the 
world has other standards, you must 
stay morally clean.” 

The violation of this law is a serious 
transgression that brings unhappi- 
ness, he said. 

“To ensure you keep this sacred 
commandment, in quiet moments 
when you feel the influence of the 
Holy Ghost, set standards of what 
you will and will not do when tempta- 
tion comes — for it surely will,” he 
said. 

Elder Scott said that making these 
decisions is not easy because Satan 


will use rationalization to twist some- 


thing that is wrong so that it appears 


to be acceptable. 

In order to make the commitment 
to live worthily, Elder Scott said 
young men and women should choose 
good friends. “Be surrounded by true 
friends who accept you the way you 
are and leave you better because of 
their association.” _ 

He also said that consistently living 
the truth, seeking counsel from those 
who are worthy and not being found 
in compromising situations will help a 
person live worthily.

Priesthood leaders emphasize service

Elder Jack H. Goaslind, addressing 
the young men at Saturday night’s 
priesthood session, encouraged them 
to want to have the desire to be righ- 
teous “men of Christ,” while Elder 
Jacob de Jager exhorted all priest- 
hood bearers to develop a desire to 
live in harmony with the divine teach- 
ings of the Lord through personal 
change. 

Elder Goaslind, the Young Men 
General President, urged the young 
men to come to an understanding of 
the word of God “which will lead us in 
a straight and narrow course and help 
us to avoid a lot of suffering and mis- 
ery in our lives,” he said. 

Elder Goaslind referred to the slo- 
'gan “Yagottawanna” of a past youth 
conference to show that one:has. to 


want to do somethirig’good befor'é he ' 


will do it. He asked if some could re- 
member hearing an_ inspiring 
thought, hymn or story and then had 
a desire to do something good. “How 
often have you followed through on 
those feelings?” he said. 

Elder Goaslind quoted C.S. Lewis, 
saying, “The more often (a person) 
feels without acting, the less he will 
be able ever to act, and, in the long 
run, the less he will be able to feel.” 

He said our free agency allows us to 
choose what we do, to act rather than 
wait to be acted upon. “Desire is the 
beginning of faith. What we desire 
will ultimately help determine our 
eternal judgment.” 

He urged them to choose now to 
want things that are in harmony with 
eternity. 

Elder de Jager observed the 
tremendous changes that have taken 
place in Europe during the last two 
years, and also the recent events in 
the Persian Gulf that have changed 
the lives of many people in a dramatic 
way. He said the changes may influ- 
ence us to the extent that people may 
feel the changes are beyond their con- 
trol. 

“There are important changes ev- 
eryone should be able to make 
through proper preparation, changes 
over which we do have control,” de 
Jager said. He encouraged priesthood 
holders to give time and attention to

personal change, which will make 
them better people in the eyes of the 
Lord. 

He suggested fathers fulfill basic 
duties and responsibilities of leading 
the family in family prayer and scrip- 
ture study, preparing sons to receive 
the priesthood and other family mem- 
bers to honor the priesthood, encour- 
aging family members to be worthy to 


receive temple ordinances and be 
faithful to covenants made, assisting 
family members to develop personal 
talents to strengthen and serve oth- 
ers and encouraging family members 
to keep God’s commandments and en- 
dure in faith to the end. 

“When we really understand, ac- 
cept and commit ourselves to these 
priesthood duties, we prepare 


ourselves for a miraculous change 
with eternal consequences,” he said. 

President Gordon B. Hinckley 
closed the priesthood meeting ad- 
dressing the state of the Church. He 
talked about the prophet, church, 
missionary work, welfare program 
and Church finances, among other 
things. “The Church is in good 
health,” he said. “You and I are aware 
of its mission to assist our Father in 
Heaven in his work and his glory ‘to 
bring to pass the immortality and 
eternal life of man.’”

life itself. Their lives have changed, 
and their voices overshadow the sac- 
rifices they were required to make. 

Gospel teachings take messages of 
gladness across the world, Elder Ash- 
ton said. “The subtle messages re- 
mind us of attitudes which can help us 
face the trials of life with less diffi- 
culty. Research has verified the fact 
that bitterness injures more the per- 
son who carries it than the one who 
caused it.” 

Although faced with a terminal dis- 
ease, young cancer patients have 
found that humor and optimism can 
be the best treatment, Elder Ashton 
said. For her book about such youth, 
Erma Bombeck interviewed many 
and found attitude to be a recurring 
subject among them. 

“They took personal pride in the 
fact that they were fighting some- 
thing bigger than they were and 
stronger than they were — some- 
thing that might even overpower 
them. But they still had something 
their enemies couldn’t take away, 
hope,” Bombeck wrote. 

Elder Ashton said Heavenly Fa- 
ther has placed many noble souls on 
earth who are able to weather life’s 
storms and maintain a sincere voice of 


gladness, which is always refreshing, 
especially when despair seems easier. 

Thanks should be given to the Lord 
for every day he gives to his children, 
Elder Ashton said. 

Every day presents the opportu- 
nity to take care of unfinished busi- 
ness, to express appreciation, to 
reach out to a person in need and to 
repent. 

He said the attitude of the parents 
of one missionary who died in the field 
is a source : of encouragement to ev- 
eryone who faces life’s trials. 

Instead of being bitter, they will- 
ingly pledged the service of their next 
son and placed his safety in the hands 
of the Lord, Elder Ashton said. 

“We can choose our reactions to dif- 
ficulties and challenges. One way to 
learn how to incorporate the voice of 
gladness through tragedy or happi- 
ness is to learn to apply gospel princi- 
ples. They never teach us to be over- 
come by the negative, by gloom or by 
cynicism,” he said.

Church principles. 

Elder Joseph B. Wirthlin of the 
Quorum of the Twelve Apostles 
told listeners, “Despite dismal 
conditions in the world and the 
personal challenges that come into 
every life, peace can be a reality.” 

However, he said obtaining that 
peace depends on our willingness 
to live the principles that Jesus 
Christ taught. 

If the promptings of the Holy 
Ghost are followed, as well as the 
conscience, peace will be felt, El- 
der Wirthlin said. 

Another member of the Quorum 
of the Twelve Apostles, Elder 
Russell M. Nelson, counseled 
Church members to listen and to 
learn from children, parents, part- 
ners, neighbors, Church leaders 
and especially the Lord. 

Children should listen to par- 
ents and parents should listen to 
children, he said. 

“The time to listen is when 
someone needs to be heard,” he 
said.

Elder Nelson also said listening 
to neighbors and their diverse reli-

Elder W. k Lawrence, a 
newly sustained General Author- 
ity, talked about the importance of 
sacrament meeting. “Sacrament 
meeting is the most important 
church meeting of the week, the 
one the Lord has commanded us to 
attend,” he said. “Our experience 
in sacrament meeting should be 
filled with joy.” 

Elder Lawrence offered several 
ways to find joy in sacrament 
meeting. He counseled members 
to attend with an attitude of wor- 
shipping the Lord, and not to see it 
as just another Sunday meeting.

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Elder Cuthbert dies of cancer

The announcement of the death of 
Elder Derek A. Cuthbert, a member 
of the First Quorum of the Seventy, 
came via telephone before the closing 
remarks of Sunday’s final session of 
the 161st Annual General Conference 
of The Church of Jesus Christ of Lat- 
ter-day Saints. 

The telephone call was received by 
President Gordon B. Hinckley, First 
Counselor in the First Presidency, 
during the talk of Elder Neal A. 
Maxwell, after which President 
Hinckley stood and made the an- 
nouncement. Elder Cuthbert was 64 
years old and suffered from cancer. 

“He (Elder Cuthbert) has served 
diligently, faithfully and well as a 
member of the First Quorum of the 
Seventy,” President Hinckley said. 

“We extend to ... his family the 
love, sympathy and condolences of 
the whole Church, and I’m sure as we 
conclude this conference that Presi- 
dent Benson, in a particular way, 
would like to extend his blessing to 


‘the Cuthbert family.” 


President Ezra Taft Benson, who 
will turn 92 this year, was not present 
during the Sunday afternoon session, 
although he had made appearances 
during both the Saturday and Sunday 


morning sessions. 

During the first hour of Sunday’s 
final session, Elder M. Russell Bal- 
lard, a member of the Quorum of the 
Twelve Apostles, told members of the 
LDS Church that “if we are con- 
cerned about our tomorrows, we will 
teach our children wisely and care- 
fully, for in them lie our tomorrows.” 

“You young parents who are begin- 
ning your families must guard against 
seeking financial gain, worldly com- 
forts or achievement at the expense of 
your children,” he said. 

He recounted an experience he had 
while participating in the Washing- 
ton, D.C. Visitors’ Center Christmas 
lighting celebration, where during 
his speech at the celebration he asked 
35 children from the Soviet Union to 
come and sit with some LDS youth. 

“As they did, it was a beautiful 
sight and an appropriate way to begin 
the Christmas season. Sweet and 
pure children from two powerful na- 
tions showed an instant love for one 
another as they were seated at the 
feet of the Christus,” Elder Ballard 
said. 

Also during the session, LDS mem- 
bers were reminded of their obliga- 
tion to be charitable, forgiving and 
respectful of others. 

“There is a need for us, perhaps 
more than ever before, to reach 
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within ourselves and allow the quali- 
ties of mutual respect, mingled with 
charity and forgiveness, to influence 
our actions with one another,” said 
Elder Loren C. Dunn, a member of 
the First Quorum of the Seventy. 

He told of a story he had read deal- 
ing with two senators who were on 
opposite sides of a debate. As the de- 
bate was coming to a close it became 
obvious who the winner would be. 

On the morning of the vote, the 
soon-to-be-winner went to his garden 
and cut some red roses and gave them 
to his opponent as a gesture of respect 
and appreciation. 

“In our dealings with one another, 
no matter what our position might be, 
we need more roses,” Elder Dunn 
said. 

“People will always have opposing 
views, and I suppose there will al- 
ways be conflict and even misunder- 
standing, but the principle of mutual 
respect mixed with charity and for- 
giveness can lay the foundation for 
the resolving of differences,” he said.
